When tho President has to attend a 
great open-air pageant, os when he dis­ 
tributed new flags to the army last year, 
he has a barouche with four horses, but 
he has no outriders. His cook, too, is 
no grand artist, receiving the salary ot 
a Prefect* Uke the famous M. Trom­ 
pe tie. who lords it over M» Gambettn’s 
saucepans ai the Palais Bourbon.

the housekeeping arrangements at the 
Elysee are under the control of Mdilc. 
Grevy, and will remain so after her 
marriage, for she and her husband are 
going to reside in the Presidential pal­ 
ace.— SI.

—Clark Bros., sliipjied a car load of 
fat cattle and three carloads of hogs on 
Monday. 
One car load of hogs were 
perhaps as tine a lot of hogs as has ever 
been shipped from Hock county, there 
was forty-eight hogs bought of a farmer, 
of Walworth county, that were of the 
white Chester breed 
averaging 
440 
pounds each, without a black spot on the 
whole lot, more than 21000 im minis of 
white Chester hogs in thefe days when 
90 per cent of the hogs raised are black 
or spotted. 
—Kev. M. S. Warduer is spending a 
few weeks in the northern Dart of the 
State preaching to Borne of the destitute 
churches. 
—The tobacco warehouse fever is rag­ 
ing with a good deal of intensity, but 
just what will be the outcome of it can 
not now be foretold, but one thing is 
certain, if persistant and determined ag­ 
itation will bring the necessary forces 
into activity’ to lay the foundation for this 
growing enterprise, in our village, then 
it will be done. There is certainly no 
point within the radius of the tobacco 
district so well located and adapted as a 
center for the handling aud shipment of 
this crop as Milton Junction. Already 
to the north and west of us, bounded by 
the lake and river, are several miles in 
extent of pioneer tobacco-growing farms, 
while to the south and east of us stretch 
a limitless expanse of rich prairie soil, 
peculiarly adapted to its culture, des­ 
tined, if utilized, as the present encour­ 
aging outlook indicates, to make this the 
central market and focus of the tobacco 
interest in Wisconsin, The question is, 
will our citizens aud business men arouse 
to tile necessities of the situation, and 
locate that interest here, or sleep quietly 
on aud allow a few little Hag stations 
around us to divide up, fritter away, and 
scatter a business which naturally l**longs 
here, aud which, under proper condi­ 
tions, is capable in a few’ years of making 
us at least the third tow n in Hock coun­ 
ty. 


Over and over again experience has 
shown that in those districts where a 
diversified style of agriculture is carried 
on. the average profits of a series of 
years are greater than whgn the pro­ 
ducer is dependent on one 
thing. 
Noting this, some teachers go on tho 
opjHjsite extreme, and would plant 
equally of all crops, and follow equally 
even* branch of farming. 
But we hold 
that "that is as great an error as to fol­ 
low’ out too closely the one idea. 
Just 
now tin* agriculturists of the South are 
getting their annual advice to grow’ less 
cotton and more corn. 
It is even said 
that the “ grangers" have incorporated 
this advice as oueof the leading articles 
of faith in their Southern creed. 
But 
from all we have re ail and noted, tho 
South with all its love of cotton never 
had half so much a drug as some of the 
Eastern States have had of wheat or 
<*orn. 
It is the wisest policy for every farm­ 
er to have some one leading feature on 
which to deiiend that he finds his soil 
and climate nest fitted for, or his mar­ 
ket the most encouraging for him to 
produce. These may possibly fail, and 
iii view thereof other things should be 
grown w’hieh w ill work in with the oth­ 
ers, and bring in something certain 
when failure comes. 
Diversification in 
this case is little more than the prin­ 
ciple of insurance, to which every pru­ 
dent merchant likes to devote a small 
percentage of his capital; but the per­ 
centage is always small—he would not 
like to devote very much, nor w’ould 
the farm capitalists devote too much on 
its insurance crops. 
The South can 
grow cotton better than any other part 
of the w orld. 
When there is a good 
crop it is very profitable, and it is rare­ 
ly so abundant but there is some prolit 
made. 
We doubt whether the advice 
to grow more corn and less cotton is 
wise, or if wise would ever be taken. 
One might as w’ell tell an Iowa man 
to grow less corn and more w’heat or 
oats. 
For miles and miles through 
that State one secs nothing but corn, 
yet though in an)’ one year it brings 
but ten cents per bushel, one secs as 
much the next year as ever. 
And w’hy ? 
because wheat or oats never does as 
well, never yields the same profit. 
It 
has been shown, by what seems to be 
a careful average of years, that corn 
yields in Iow’a three-fourths more profit 
than wheat, and double that of oats. 
With these facts, which intelligent 
fanners soon understand, though those 
with hav-sccd merci)’ in their hair do 
not, it w’ould be idle to tell an Iowa 
man he must grow’ less corn, because 
once in awhile there is an over-stock, 
and the same principle holds good in 
cotton 
culture.—Germantown

The Seeds of Disease, 
Moat people think bad smalls prolific 
ut infection, and carrion and decaying 
matter generally to be breeders of dis­ 
ease. 
Borne art* quite satisfied when the 
foul air is deodorized, quite unaware 
that the infective particles may remain 
the same. 
But we must not mistake here. < lur 
success in battling with epidemics will 
depend on our getting at the exact truth 
in the case. 
Liberia soon becomes the grave of 
every white man that goes there to stay; 
but the keenest scent detects nothing ut 
the malaria in the atmosphere. 
All may be fragrance and beauty 
where yellow fever is decimating the 
population. 
It was the finest parts of 
Chicago that were ravaged 
scarlet 
fever, while the other parts weir* almost 
exempt 
Diphtheria has of late years 
had proportionally more victims in the 
mountainous regions of Massachus tts 
than in Boston and our larger cities. 
The fact is, infectious diseases come 
of germs just as truly as the products of 
our fields come of the seed sown. These 
germs are almost infinitely small but 
their mature plants—they are strictly 
vegetable—have the power to multiply 
at an almost infinite rate. 
Eac h disc-a**- 
has its own verm. 
Small-pox cannot 
come from typhoid germs ; nor measles 
from scarlatina; nor yellow’ fever from 
cholera—and so universally. They must 
come each from its own seed, as much 
so aa wheat, corn, the apple, elm or oak. 
They cannot corno without seed, for 
science knows of no spontaneous gene ra­ 
tion. 
But the seeds of higher order require 
good soil and other favoring conditions. 
It is equally so with the seeds of dis­ 
ease. 
Their choicest soil is filth, and 
there is no other favorable condition 
equal to a depressed state of ones p in s 
leal system—whether depressed by buri 
food, impure air, sensual indulge iuv, 
long-continued anxiety, fear, watching 
or undue fasting.-— I outh's Companion. 


A Natural Curiosity. 
One of the natural curiosities of Flor­ 
ida is a subterranean river, which is 
known as Silver Springs. 
It bubbles up in a basin nearly bH) 
feet deep and about an acre in extent, 
discharging a stream CO to IOO feet w id#*, 
and extending six or eight miles to the 
Ocklahawa river. It forms a natural 
inland port. to which three steamers 
run regularly from S t John’s. The w a­ 
ter is so clear that it seems even mote 
transparent than air, and not only the 
fish that frequent it, bot every article on 
the bottom, can be seen with remark:) 
ble distinctness. 


Preserving Shingles. 


The large number of buildings, the 
roofs of which the farmer is compelled 
to keep tight, makes it a question of 
importance as to how he can best pre­ 
serve the shingle, and do it at a cost 
that will make it advisable. 
Tho split and shaved shingle of a hun­ 
dred years ago. that came from the old 
growth of pine, was quite a different 
article from the sawed pine shingle from 
the sapling nines of to-day. 
While the 
former would keen a roof tight thirty or 
forty years, the latter will keep one 
tkjfiit not much more than ono-quartcr 
of t hat period. 
Various methods have been devised 
to make the shingle of the present day 
more lasting. 
I lipping them in hot lime 
water, or coal tar, is practiced by some, 
and is found to be very beneficial; but 
it is very disagreeable w*ork to lay them, 
and carj>oliters are not inclined to en­ 
courage the practice. 
Some lime tho 
roofs after tile shingles have beeu laid 
a year or two. 
No doubt this Is very 
beneficial to that |>ortion of the shingle 
that it touches. 
It is now the practice 
of sonic to paint the roofs, as well as 
the other {Millions of the buildings. 
A 
great variety of paints are used. While 
some use white lead and lin se e d oil. 
others use various kinds of mineral 
paints with cheap fish oil. 
Some of 
these are good, while others are almost 
wort bless. 
About thirteen years ago there was a 
paint made of ground slate, mixed with 
coal tar, ami probably some other sub­ 
stance. whic h, when properly put on, 
proved to be not only fire proof, but a 
great preserver of the shingles, keep­ 
ing them 
without 
any {perceptible 
change for more than ten years; but 
til is soon went out of style, if not out of 
use, probably because it was so much 
trouble to put it on properly that the 
work was improperly done. 
To do the 
work well, it w as necessary to apply 
this preparation so hot that it would 
penetrate t lie shingles, and make a sur­ 
face as hard as slate stone. 
Probably 
the time will come when shingles will 
be dipped in some material that will 
not be disagreeable to the carpenters, 
and yet preserve them from decay 
When this can be done at the mill 
w here the shingles arc sawed, and they 
can go to market all prepared, it will 
be a step of progress in the right direc­ 
tion, ami will meet a want that at pres­ 
ent is felt by all owners of buildings. — 
Massachusetts Ploughman. 


—An old pork butcher in Detroit 
says the prejudice in Europe against 
American pork arises partly from the 
fact that hogs fattened on our Indian 
corn do not make as tine pork as do 
those of Germany, the Netherlands, 
France, etc., winch arc fattened chiefly 
on {leas and buckwheat. 
With the lat­ 
ter such a condition as “ rusty pork" is 
unknown. 
As both peas and buck­ 
wheat grow rankly in lh is country, 
wherever properly estivated, it may 
bo worth while for some farmer to test 
the matter. 
Possibly the oleaginous 
principle in corn may tend to deteri­ 
orating effects in some degree, though 
that cercal will doubtless continue the 
principal food for fattening hogs in this 
country.
